October saw Jim Carroll take office as 
president of our senior class, John Maynes, Rudd Hendee, and Sharon Hostler were elected 
to office also. Rudd Hendee was chosen by the Monitors to serve as their leader for the 
coming year. The editorial board of the Red and White was headed by Joanna Bartlett, 
while Susan Smith and Mark Tucker served as feature and news editors respectively. Jim 
Carroll, for the second year, held the position of sports editor. Mary Prespare ably headed 
the business board of the paper. In the music department several seniors were awarded 
positions of honor. Bob Swanson and Joanna Bartlett took over as student director and 
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corresponding secretary, white Tony Abatiell was student director of the band and Ricky 
Taft, of the chorus. "Double Door," our senior play directed by Mrs. Crowley, was a 
great success with Peggy Mangan playing the lead. Brenda Hubbard acted as the student 
director with Linda Ward, business manager. The Talisman Editorial Board elected Betsy 
Patten editor and Sharon Hostler associate editor of the yearbook. Priscilla Goodspeed 
headed the Business Board. Charles Lull served in the school's highest office — president of 
the Student Council. Under the inspired leadetship of co-captains Charles Lull and Bob 
Carrara, the Raiders compiled an excellent 6-2 record on the gridiron. "Wayne King, Sam 
Ezzo, Leo Kupferer, Cecil White, John Anderson, Harry Jones, and John Maynes also 
received letters.

touch downs and gained a total of 1 1 1 yards. Second and third 
teams operated for the Redmen almost all of the second half. 

With excitement running at a high fever, the unde- 
feated Raiders met the similarly unbeaten Bellows Falls Ter- 
riers in a rough, hard fought game on the next Saturday. For 
three quarters it was a scoreless conrest with neither club 
being able to launch a sustained drive.

October 20 saw the Warriors lose their second and final 
contest of the season, as a fiery Springfield club upset the 
favored Rutlanders 14-13- This win marked the first Spring- 
field win over Rutland in ten years. 

The loss to Springfield proved to be the stimulus needed 
to beat Burlington, as the Raiders downed the Sea Horses 31- 
14 on muddy, rain-swept South Park in the Queen City. With 
Wayne King scoring three touchdowns, the Raiders rolled 
up a 25-0 halftime lead. With this decisive lead, Coach Flaitz 
rested his regulars in the last half. 

Enthusiasm rose to a seasonal high as November 12 
saw the twenty-third renewal of the crosstown rivalry be- 
tween Rutland High School and Mount Saint Joseph. The 



Mounties, having their best season in recent years, were de- 
termined to upset the powerful Redmen. 

The Acads' dream of beating the Flaitzmen in this Vet- 
eran's Day classic, however, was quickly shattered as Charlie 
Lull scored his first of three touchdowns before many of the 
spectators had reached their seats. Lull, who also converted 
three times, made his final appearance in a Rutland uniform 
one of his greatest in his four years on the gridiron. 

Speedy halfback Wayne King, who also finished his 
fourth year of varsity football, scored the remaining touch- 
down on a one- yard slant off tackle. 

Junior Dave Srowell, even though he failed to score, 
played a tremendous game from the fullback slot. It was Dave 
who ground out most of the yardage during the first half and 
set up all four touchdowns. 

Senior linemen Sam Ezzo, Co-captain Bob Carrara Cecil 
White, Leo Kupferer, John Maynes, and John Anderson 
played a great game as they opened wide holes for the Raider 
backs and held the Green Wave to a total of 21 yards rushing.
